Official word received late yesterday that the 
city had been rendered untenable to the Germans 
was followed by dispatches that the allies could 
enter Soissons almost at will. Although the cap­ 
ture of the town was announced in official dis­ 
patches, these dispatches still lacked war depart­ 
ment confirmation early today. 
The situation around Soissons is somewhat 
vague. Military men here declare that the line of 
fighting indicated in the reports is very irregular 
about the city.

Washington, July 20—The American divis­ 
ions engaged on the larger front of the present 
drive are the first, second, third and fourth regu­ 
lars. and the 26th and 28th National Guard. In 
addition the 42nd National Guard is on the right 
flank—the Champagne—'together with a colored 
regiment from the new 93rd division. 
Official naming of the American forces now 
battling in the great offensive was given by Chief 
of Staff March today in his weekly conference 
with press correspondents. 
At the same time he revealed that the max­ 
imum penetration of the Franco-American is ten 
miles with a general penetration of seven miles. 
Nearly 170,000 actual fighting Americans are 
engaged in the main drive. 
The last official dispatches received at the 
war department today declared the fighting was 
still in progress with the capture of guns and pris 
oners in very “hopeful” numbers. 
Incidentally March stated we have now 
shipped more than 1,200,000 troops abroad.

REPORTS THAT TH REE HUNDRED 
PERISH AR E NOT CONFIRMED 


New York, July 20.—Reports that 
three hundred perished in the sinking 
of the cruiser San Diego off Fire Is­ 
land were not confirmed here today. 
Considerable confusion existed as to 
the number of survivors. The rumor 
that 300 were missing was ascribed 
to the sailors who landed at Fire Isl­ 
and, and who said 800 men had been 
counted in the lifeboats that got away 
safely. The cruiser’s complement was 
1,114 men, but she was believed to 
have more than that number aboard, 
as recruits were being brought to 
New York from Portsmouth. 


Heavy firing was heard off 
the 
Long Island shore during the night. 
It is known that destroyers and sub­ 
marine chasers are on the lookout for 
enemy U-boat in those waters. 
After the San Diego was blown up. 
some of her guns were worked until 
she sank, 15 minutes later, a survivor 
said. Much hooting was done at

Advertising, like married life, 
suffers a bad reputation among 
thoughtless critics, who, know­ 
ing nothing of either, base their 
ideas upon the scandals that get 
into print—scandals in advertis­ 
ing arid s c a n d a l s in divorce 
courts. 
Fortunately for adver­ 
tising, the crimes committed in 
its name are shrinking speedily 
toward the zero point. 
This purification of advertis­ 
ing is felt by the public, to be 
sure, but the public has not yet 
forgotten the isolated exampled 
of dishonest or misleading ad­ 
vertisements which have in cer­ 
tain localities, caused people to 
suspect all advertising because 
the 
offending 
advertisements 
have affected them 
personally 
through their pocketbooks. 
Only a few months ago the 
Vigilance Committee of the As­ 
sociated Advertising clubs se­ 
cured the arrest and conviction 
of an habitual falsifier, a Mis­ 
souri merchant, for advertising 
kid gloves that were not kid. The 
merchant paid a fine of $100.00 
and the unpleasant publicity giv­ 
en his case will no doubt lead him 
to be truthful in the future. This 
vigilance committee is constantly 
at work in every state, in every 
town, checking false statements 
and compelling their 
rectifica­ 
tion. The organization back of 
I this 
committee has brought 
about the electing of Truth-in- 
Advertising laws in 36 states. 
Another weapon of "fairness 
and truth in advertising is the 
American Association of Adver­ 
tising Agencies, whose principal 


influence is wielded through and 
with the national advertisers, to 
whom the agencies serve as ad­ 
vertising counsellors. 
The public will one day realize 
what wise advertisers and 
ad­ 
vertising agencies long ago ac­ 
cepted as a fundamental: That 
dishonest or misleading adver­ 
tisements hurt the advertiser. 
Sometimes an advertiser breaks 
away and puts out a crooked 
statement, but he is usually a 
man whose business is shady and 
whose 
methods 
are so 
well 
known that whatever he says is 
discounted. 
He is never a big 
man, for the big men, the suc­ 
cesses, whether in the field of- 
national distribution or village 
retail, cannot afford not to be 
honest in their advertisements. 
Few of the public have 
any 
idea as to the preparation of the 
national advertising campaigns. 
I daresay the average reader im­ 
agines that the advertisements 
in the current issues were writ­ 
ten just in time to-catch the pa­ 
per as it went to press, not real­ 
izing that each advertisement is 
a unit in a carefully (planned 
sales 
campaign 
mapped 
out 
months before for months to 
come, and that each advertise­ 
ment must pass the acid test in 
every word of text and4ine of il­ 
lustration- 
It is a wrong idea—though a 
c o m m o n one—that advertise­ 
ments are the work of a high 
salaried genius whose 
flowery 
sentences flow from his pen dur­ 
ing a seance with inspiration. 


Common sense and honest study 
are a better team than genius 
and 
inspiration. 
They 
keep 
both feet on the ground and de­ 
liver results 
long after the 
sparkle of a brilliant advertise­ 
ment has been forgotten. 
The public realizes another Im­ 
portant factor in 
advertising, 
yet without realizing it. 
That 
factor is the value, the stability 
ct trade-marked goods and the 
protection of buying from a well­ 
known firm. Few women say to 
themselves that they leel safer 
buying a trade-marked corset be­ 
cause they know it to be genuine 
in its advantages. They see it ad­ 
vertised season after season and 
each season new thousands adopt 
it. 
Particularly 
now, 
when 
prices of so many lines arc ad­ 
vancing, the public uncoil,scious- 
y looks to the trade-marked, ad­ 
vertised merchandise^ for protec­ 
tion. 
They know That 
these 
goods may be depended 
upon; 
Lhat if their prices are advanced 
it will be only so much as is nec­ 
essary to maintain quality. 
Publications are growing more 
and more careful of the adver­ 
tisements they print. 
Any ex­ 
travagant statement is challeng­ 
ed, and all nefarious advertising 
dies a-bornin’. 
Just as the bar 
associations 
disbar shyster lawyers, and the 
medical associations drive quack 
doctors to cover, the American 
Association of Advertising agen­ 
cies is doing heroic service to the 
public in cleaning up the last lin­ 
gering sore sports in advertising.
